JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 21 
—Regulation of railroad matters in 
Missouri, such as the 
validity of 
franchises 
between 
municipalities 
and railroad companies and the loca­ 
tion of railroad shops, rests solely 
with the state public service 
com­ 
mission, the Missouri Supreme court, 
en banc, held. 
The decision was in the case of 
fhe 
city of Cape Girardeau versus 
the St. Louis San Francisco Railroad 
company. 
The 
city 
sought to re­ 
strain the railroad from moving its 
machine shops from Cape Girardeau 
or establishing any other within a 
radius of one hundred miles under n 
franch! se it held with the railroad 
company. This agreement was mad^ 
in 1911, however, before the road had 
gone into a receivership and had 
been sold again in 1916, 
The new 
management did not accept the fran­ 
chise, according to the records, and 
established shops near Cape Girar­ 
deau. 
The city then contended that this 
was in direct violation to the agree­ 
ment with the railroad and sought, 
by a temporary 
injunction, 
to re­ 
strain the com pany from moving the 
shops or establishing new one s with­ 
in the 100 mile radius. 
The case was appealed to the su­ 
preme court from the circuit court 
of Butler countv. The public s<rvi<<* 
commission found for the railroad. 
In April, 1924 the 
decision of 
the 
service commission was affirmed by 
Division Two of the Supreme Court, 
but it was transferred to the court 
en banc for settlement. The court en 
banc today affirmed the ruling of the 
public service commission and divis­ 
ion two of the court.

WASHINGTON, 
Nov. -6.—Fossil 
bones of a dwarf camel and a 3-toed 
! midget horse which are believed to 
have roamed the western ranges of 
the North American continent until 
■ some 1.860,000 years ago, are the lat­ 
est addition to the collection at the 
National Museum. 
They have just been brought 
to 
the museum by Dr. w. F. Foshag, 
its assistant curator of Mineralogy, 
among other fossil remains found in 
the rock formations of Nevada dur­ 
ing a five months field study there. 
The horse, apparently about two 
and a halt feet high, and the camel, 
three or four feet, are believed to 
have been evolved out of the pro­ 
cesses of nature during the last days 
of the Neocene age, or some four or 
five million years ago, according to 
Dr. J. W. Gridley, assistant curator. 
They supposedly were still in exist­ 
ence when the highest peaks of the 
Rocky Mountains were being pushed 
up. 
Another specimen brought back is 
a tooth declared by Dr. Gridley 
to 
have helped masticate the food of a ¡ 
mastadon about six feet high, prob-j 
ably four-tasked ,aud 
believed

have been a near 
relation of
